MEDICINE HAT, Alta, Jan, 7. 
The Alberta Federation of Labor has) 
declared unequivocally against any 
modification of the prohibition legis 
lation tn thia province A resolution, 
introduced by the Brewery Workers’ 
union of Calgary asking for endorsa- 
tion of the resolution passed at the 
Quebeo convention for 2% per cent 
beer, was rejected by a vote of 45 to) 
87 at the Tuesday morning session 
The convention was more evenly 
a resolution introduced by 
A. Farnsworth, of Calgary, reiterating 
the demand for a provincial depart- 
ment of labor, administered by a 
member of the cabinet counct] holding 
the portfolio of minister of labor. 
This resolution was carried after a 
hot debate, by a vote of 42 to 38. 
These two contentious resolutions, 
which consumed the greater part of 
the time of the Tuesday morning and 
afternoon session, displayed the rela- 
tive strength of the extreme radical 
and moderate wings of labor in Al- 
berta very distinctly 
The feature of. the convention which 
is interesting both the delegates and 
the public is the demarcation between 
these two factions and the frequent 
flare-up of smouldering jealousy in 
heated debate which foreshadows a 
serious struggle for eupremacy as the 
political policy of the convention de- 


velops On the labor department 
resolution, the reds, the miners and 
Socialists who have put up the red 


badge, voted together with a few re- 
cruits from the moderates, and the 
discussion was entirely along the line 
industrial unionism as advocated 
by the Socialists versus legislative ac- 
tion along the lines advocated during 
the past few years by the moderates.

When the provincial legisiature 
opens on Tuesday, Feb, 4th, it is ex- 
| pected for the first time since the war 
broke out {n 1914 that there will be a) 
complete membership present. Last) 
year four of the members of the op-| 
| position were absent because of thelr 
duties at the front. It is expected that 
they all will be here for the coming 
| sitting. 

There will be some changes tn the 
| make-up of the legislature. Messrs 
| Cross and Gartepy have retired from 
j the ministry and Messrs. MacKay and 
| Cote have come in. This will make on 
| change in the personnel of the legis- 
Jature as the retiring ministers retain 
their seats In the house. Only one 
change has been made in the house, J 
J. Gaetz being elected to the vacancy 
caused by the resignation of Senator 
Michener. 

It is not expected that the legisia- 
tion will be heavy and a short session 
is expected, although one can never 
forecast accurately in this regard. 

Health Act Amendments 

Hon. Mr. MacKay minister of 
health, has some legislation tn the

'from territorial days and the recent 
jepidemte has shown how Ineffective it 
really is.

Opposition Leader 

One of the first important moves to 
be made will be the appointment of 
opposition members of a leader. 
will be remembered that last year Sen- 
ator Michener resigned somewhat 
hurriedly and the opposition was taken 
by surprise, and George Hoadley ac- 
cepted the leadership as a temporary 
appointment It was suggested at the 
time that a party caucus should be 
called to select a permanent chief, but 
none has been called. Ore of the 
reasons for a temporary selection last 
year was that a portion of the mem- 
gers were overseas and it might be 
unwise to make any permanent selec- 
ition until they returned. There will 
not be the same obstacle for a per- 
manent appointment this session. The 
prospects are that Mr. Hoadley will 
be appointed permanently, though 
James Ramsey and A. F. Ewing of 
Edmonton are mentioned. Some 
|} members of the party were Inclined 
to criticise Mr. Hoadley because he 
offered no very vigorous opposition to 
the go nment 
Natural Resources Issue. 

Two matters of particular interest 
are likely to lead to discussion in the 
legislature. One is the report of the 
government conference with the other 
provinces and the negotiations with 
the Dominion about the ownership of 
the natural resources. The longest 
and keenest debate of last session fol- 
lowed the report of the premier of a 
provincial convention at Ottawa held 
during a recess in the session, 

The School Question 

The other subject likely to be intro- 
duced in some form which will lead to 
much discussion is the school ques- 
tion. The province of Saskatchewan 
has amended its school act, prohibit- 
ing the teaching of any second lang- 
uage but French, It is expected that 
the province of Manitoba will adopt 
similar legislation and may make no 
exception at all. The Alberta legisla- 
tion is similar to that which Saskat- 
chewan amended. The present act 
provides that any second languare 
that ratepayers may choose may be 
taught for one hour during the school 
day. Though ratepayers have not 
taken advantage of such privileges, it 
has been largely because of discour- 
agement on the part of the Alberta 
government. Whether or not the gov- 
ernment will ask for any changes has 
not been announced, but it is very 
| probable that the question will be 
| brought up in the house and if so, it 
| will lead to a keen discussion. 

Soldier Legislation 

Soldier legislation will likely be tn- 
troduced and the question of readjust- 
ment and reconstruction will be under 
| discussion for a portion of the session.

‘Coal miners get good wages— 
when they work.
